world of England. Ho had come to London 
with’ a ‘tragedy~-and little else—in »-his 
pockets; and failed to male any impression 
upon patrons or publishers; and’ was now to 
employ the medical knowledge which he had 
geined at Glasgow, a a ‘surgeon's mate,” 
‘in the service of his Majesty King. Gcorgo 
the Second..
